2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Rajashekara US patent 5,751,069. 

Rajashekara'069 discloses a control system for a motor-generator (see Fig.1), 
comprising a rotated-position detecting means (55, Fig.1, column 4,line 48 ) for 
detecting a rotated position of a rotor included in a motor-generator which is 
connected to an engine ( 1 1 .column 2,line 50,Fig. 1 ) in such a manner that the motor- 
generator can function as a three-phase ( column 3,line 17 ,Fig.1) magnet-type 
synchronous motor after starting of the engine, and a control unit for controlling 
a DC power produced by rectifying ( 21,see Fig.1) an AC power from a commercial 
power source based on an output from the rotated-position detecting means and 
supplying the DC power to each of three-phase coils included in said motor-generator, 
(see column 3, line 2-1 5 )said motor-generator being capable of functioning as a brush 
less DC motor (column 3, line silent, permanent magnet machine ) .said rotated-position 
detecting means (55 ) is arranged to detect an induced voltage in each of the three 
phase coils included in the motor-generator and to detect a rotated position of the rotor 
based on said induced voltage (54, column 4,line 47,Fig.1).
